Madison officials say the un¬ 
used pool would be too costly, 
to repair and operate, noting 
that its past operation resulted 
in consistent deficits. 

Every resident of the city of 
Madison is to. be asked to con¬ 
tribute toward developing the 
block as a city-wide recrea- 
,ional complex, club members 
said. It would be fenced and 
supervised at all operating 
ameS by employees of the city 
Playground and Recreation 
Commission. 

Intangible Advantages 
Rotarians believe the P**n 
will not only benefit Madt- 
sonians of all ages but also will 
encourage a resurgence o 
fraternal and community spirit 
through the'teamwork involved 
in raising the funds.

Access to Network Valuable

jor points in the nation. 

Federal financial policies ap- 
. pear to doom most non-Inter- 
state areas to less convenient 
and safe roads, by leaving the 
bulk of their costs to states, 
counties and local-level govern¬ 
ments. 

As such "have” and "have 
not" differences become more 
apparent in future years, loca¬ 
tion near the Interstate system 
may prove to be a strong mag¬ 
net to families, stores and man¬ 
ufacturers. 

Metropolitan Growth 

Also adding optimism to the 
ong-range Mitchell area out¬ 
look is its location within the 
heart of the Ulinois-Missouti 
metropolitan area centered by 
St. Louis. 

Viewed from the air, Chou¬ 
teau township is one of the 
more sparsely settled areas of 
the circle of built-up territory 
composed of St. Louis and sur¬ 
rounding counties. The general 
tendency is for this to fill in 
solidly, regardless of state 
boundary factors, before the 
circle itself is substantially ex¬ 
panded. 

With most residents and non¬ 
residents agreeing that the 
Mitchell area has a bright fu¬ 
ture, bolstered by its proximity 
to Southern Illinois University's 
Southwestern campus, there is 
no full agreement at this stage 
on whether a municipal govern¬ 
ment would add to or detract 
from the present advantages 
and later potential. 

This'question will be largely 
decided by the majority of the 
votes cast In the Feb. 26 spe¬ 
cial election. Defeat of the pro- 
' posal would block incorporation 
for a year. Approval would 
force establishment of a village 
government, for bettor or for 
worse. 

Name Choice Difficult 

As evident front this series of

Never formally incorporated. 
Mitchell has become firmly 
established as the name of the 
settlement through many years 
of usage, and the name ap¬ 
pears on maps as well as in 
the title of water and fire dis¬ 
tricts. 

It was the existence of 
the term “Mitchell" that 
prompted the village back¬ 
ers to instead choose Chou- 
, teau, on the theory that this 
would avoid legal or other 
complications from confu¬ 
sion over a new governing 
body and the past unincor¬ 
porated 9tatus. 

If the incorporation plan 
is approved and the village 
acquires the eastern Mitch¬ 
ell area as well, the 
term "Chouteau" undoubt¬ 
edly will gradually come 
into more prominent use 
than "Mitchell." 

Not in East Side District 
A clarification of lax projec¬ 
tions shows that all or most of 
the initial territory proposed 
for the village is not in the 
East Side Levee & Sanitary 
District. A farmers 1 canal and 
levee system collects an assess¬ 
ment of $2 a year from most of 
the residents, however. 

It had been estimated that an 
area of S3 million assessed val¬ 
uation would pay $12,720 to the 
East Side Levee & Sanitary 
District based on a 42.4-cent 
rate per $100 assessment. Tax 
records show that the total 
Chouteau township contribution 
to the East Side Levee & Sani¬ 
tary District in 1966 taxes col¬ 
lected in 1967 was $8147. 

The boundary of the East 
Side District goes as far west 
ns the Chain of Rocks Canal at 
one point and then, in the 
Chouteau Slough area, follows a 
levee that curves northeast¬ 
ward. The line continues east¬ 
ward until again swinging 
northward at a point east of the 
former Mitchell railroad cross¬ 
ing. 

The East Side Levee & 
Sanitary District does in¬ 
clude much of the territory 
proposed for later annexa¬ 
tion to Chouteau village if 
the village is created. 

Overall Chouleau township 
tax rate per $100 valuation is 
$3,844 including the East Side 
District or $3.42 or excluding it. 

Tlte latter rate total consists 
of $2,668 for the community 
unit school district, 29.8 cents 
for Madison county, 20.5 cents 
for the township road and 
bridge fund. 12.5 cents for the 
Mitchell fire district amt 12.4 
cents for ihe township general 
fund. 

Village Boundary Studied

Pine Seedlings Available 
For Rural Conservation 


Pine seedlings are still avail¬ 
able at state nurseries, the Illi¬ 
nois Department of Conserva¬ 
tion announced today, and 
nurserymen do not anticipate 
any difficulty in filing orders. 

The entire supply of ash and 
white oak at the state nurseries 
has been sold, however, and 
shrub dogwood varieties are no 
longer available for planting 
this spring. 

Two shrubs recommended for 
wildlife cover, multiflora rose 
and Siberian pea, may also be 
purchased from the state nur¬ 
series. An extra large multi¬ 
flora rose is being sold this 
year for $25 per 1000 plants. 
Autumn olive, another cover 
shrub, may be obtained in wild¬ 
life packets only. 


The packets of 500 shrubs 
and trees are for planting 
small areas that are not suit¬ 
able tor agriculture. The pack¬ 
ets are of two kinds, one for 
Northern Illinois and the other 
for the southern part of the 
state. 

Seedlings are sold by the 
state nurseries for conservation 
purposes on rural lands. They 
may not be used tor ornament¬ 
al plantings around homes. 

Price lists and order blanks 
may be obtained from farm 
foresters, county conservation 
officers and county agricultural 
offices.

Revenue of Arch 
Train Doubles 
Budget Estimate 

Net revenue from operation 
of the Bi-State passenger train 
in the north leg of the Gateway 
Arch over a six-month period 
was double that anticipated in 
the operating budget, the Bi- 
State agency commissioners 
were told in regular meeting 
yesterday. 

During the period July 24 
through Dec. 31, revenue from 
operation of the train totaled 
$229,154, according to a report 
submitted to the board by Con¬ 
troller James R. Kendrick. To¬ 
tal operating expenses for the 
period amounted to $72,056, 
leaving revenue of $157,098. 

Interest on revenue bonds 
amounting to $90,750, deducted 
from the $157,088, left net reve¬ 


nue of $66,348. Net revenue for 
the period estimated in the op¬ 
erating budget had been fixed 
at $34,795. 

Both Trains in May 

Meanwhile, Col. R. E. Smy- 
ser, executive director of the 
agency, reported the passenger 
train in the south leg of the 
Gateway Arch will be ready 
about the middle of this month, 
but will not be put into use un¬ 
til engineers have inspected the 
system to determine its safety. 

Col. Smyser said that as soon 
as the south leg train is placed 
in operation, the train in the 
north leg, which has been op¬ 
erating since last fall, will be 
shut down to permit comple¬ 
tion of an air-conditioning sys¬ 
tem, a permanent floor and 
passenger control system.

He was appointed state's at¬ 
torney by unanimous vote of 
the county board of supervisors 
and began serving in the office 
Jan. 1, 1967. He succeeded Jo¬ 
seph Bartylak, who resigned 
the post. 

Scroggins is a graduate of 
Vanderbilt University School of 
Law and holds a bachelor of 
arts degree from Southern Illi¬ 
nois University.

Tours of Europe, Mexico 
Planned for Field Sfudy 


Tours of Europe and Mexico 
will be offered next summer by 
Southern' Illinois University- 
Southwestern campus under its 
international field studies pro¬ 
gram. 

Three of the four seminars 
will cross the Atlantic for three 
weeks of study and travel, 
while the other spends its time 
south of the border. Three other 
special studies jointly spon¬ 
sored by SIU-SW and area 
school districts also involve 
tours of Europe In June and 
July. 

All will be under the auspices 
of SIU-SW’s Education Division 
and coordinated by Henry T. 
Boss, director of International 
field studies at Edwardsville. 

Of the regular tours of 
Europe, two are scheduled to 
leave in June and the other will 
leave in August, while the one 
of Mexico also is slated for 
June. The European visits will 
concentrate on its history, edu¬ 
cation and geography, while 
emphasis in Mexico will be on 
education. 

Respective study leaders will 


be Stanley B. Kimball, associ¬ 
ate professor of historical stud- 
tea; Boss Melvin Kaxeck. chair¬ 
man of the earth sciences fac¬ 
ulty; and Harvey Taylor, oa¬ 
sis tant professor of compara¬ 
tive education, all of the South¬ 
western campus. 

Boas said anyone holding a 
bachelor's degree is eligible to 
enroll In the seminars. He said 
the ones associated with the 
school districts have similar re¬ 
quirements. with an additional 
condition that the applicant 
must be a faculty member of 
the sponsoring unit. He said all 
of the tours will originate from 
Lambert Field In St Louis. 

Further information can be 
obtained by contacting Boss or 
school district offices for the 
joint studies.

Ends 3-Year Tax Battle 


Madison county's three-year 
court fight to save more than 
$1.5 millions in taxes protested 
by 12 railroads came to an end 
Monday afternoon when the U. 
S. Supreme Court denied a pe¬ 
tition for rehearing in an ap¬ 
peal filed by Burton C. Ber¬ 
nard, Granite City attorney rep¬ 
resenting 14 school districts. 

Bemfrd told the Press-Rec¬ 
ord: “Everything must come to 
and end . . . there is no further 
legal recourse.” 

Monday's Supreme Court de¬ 
nial of a new hearing thus con¬ 
cluded a court fight that began 
in circuit court at Edwardsville 
in 1964 when the 12 rail lines op¬ 
erating in the county sought re¬ 
fund of taxes paid over a five- 
year period, 1957 through 1961. 
on grounds their property as¬ 
sessments were excessive. 

The railroads based their 
claims for refunds on allega¬ 
tions that their property had 
been assessed on a ratio of 
100% of fair, cash value, while 
those of individual property 
owners in Madison county had 
been assessed on ratios of 50% 
to 60% of full value. 

Hearings continued for sev¬ 
eral months before Circuit 
Judge James O. Monroe, who 
eventually ruled in favor of the 
county, although some small 
refunds were granted the rail¬ 
roads. The railroads appealed 
to the Illinois Supreme Court 
and won reversal of Monroe's 
decision along with a judgment 
for the full amount of refunds 
they sought, in excess of $1.5 
million. 

Bernard then took the case 
to the U. S. Supreme court 
where he sought a review of the 
case. The high court denied that 
plea in May 1966. 

Although the decision of the 
Illinois Supreme Court was 
made final following the U., S. 
high court denial for review, 
Bernard filed a second appeal 
plea with the U. S. court on 
grounds the case involved a vi¬ 
olation of the 14th amendment 
of the U. S. Constitution, name¬ 
ly discrimination in property 
tax valuations against non-rail- 
road property owners. 

This plea also was turned 
down last December when the 
high court approved a motion 
for dismissal filed by the rail¬ 
roads. The high court said it 
did not have jurisdiction in the 
case. 

Bernard filed a new plea with 
the U. S. court—a petition for a 
rehearing by the court of its 
own decision to reject the ap¬ 
peal. The third refusal of the 
court was announced Monday 
afternoon. 

When the hearings first be- ! 
gan in 1964. Bernard served as i 


a special assistant state's attor¬ 
ney of Madison county repre¬ 
senting a number of taxing 
agencies that would have 
shared in the protested taxes 
had the county won its fight. 
After the judgment favoring the 
railroads was made permanent 
by the first U. S. court rejection 
of the county appeal, other tax¬ 
ing agencies withdrew from the 
case because most of the tax 
money would go to the school 
districts. 

Bernard then was retained by 
14 of the county's school dis¬ 
tricts to continue the fight in 
their behalf. The Alton school 
district was the only district in 
the county that did not partici¬ 
pate in the plan to continue liti¬ 
gation.

Under the old law, a widow 
could not get social security 
benefits until she reached 60, 
unless she had in her care a 
child who was entitled to pay¬ 
ments based on her husband's 
earnings. 

Now a widow whose husband 
has worked long enough under 
social security can be eligible 
for monthly benefits as early 
as age 50 if she is severely 
"disabled.” A widow is consid¬ 
ered "disabled" if she has a 
mental or physical impairment 
so severe that it keeps her 
from performing any gainful 
activity, and the condition has 
lasted (or is expected to last) 
12 months or longer. Age. edu¬ 
cation and work experience, 
which are considered in the 
case of the disabled worker, 
are not considered. 

In general, you can be eligi¬ 
ble for widows benefits only if 
your disability started before 
or within seven years after 
your husband's death. How-

Employers who are liable lor 
the withholding of income 
taxes and Social Security taxes 
in excess of $2500 for any 
month of the preceding calen¬ 
dar quarter are required to 
make semi-monthly deposits of 
withholding and Social Security 
taxes. The second semi-monthly 
payment for January must be 
deposited on or before Feb. 5, 
according to Jay G, Philpot., 
district director of Internal 
Revenue for central and south¬ 
ern Illinois. 

Employers not required to 
make semi-monthly deposits 
for withholding and Social Se¬ 
curity taxes but. who have 
more than $100 in such taxes 
for the month of January must 
deposit these funds on or be¬ 
fore Feb. 15.
